en sick with clover bloat, and that 
he telephoned for 
a 
veterinarian 
from this city who left at one**, but 
before he arrived the heifer, which 
was in good condition with the ex­ 


ception of the bloat, dropped dead, 
and was bled by Mr. Butters at once. 
Mr, Butters stated that when the 
I veterinarian arrived a short time lat­ 
er and saw the animal, he informed 
him that since the animal had been 
bled and nothing was wrong with 
it except clover-bloat, that the meat 
was just as good as any killed and 
butchered regularly. 


Mr Butters and Rowe dressed the 
carcass and disposed of a portion of 
the meat among 
the 
neighbors, 
some of whom were much incensed 
when they learned that the heifer 
had not been. slaughtered in the reg­ 
ular manner. 
Out of this a number, 
of stories have grown, but the facta 
ar** as above stated as far as could 
be ascertained.
